A DESPERATE, THOROUGH, LEARNED VILLAIN 
E x-Senttor Foote, In one of bls personal 
reminiscences, gives the following account of 
an outlaw whom be was called upon to defend, 
and who was called the Hob Roy of the Miss­ 
issippi: 
Alonzo Phelps was a native of New Eng­ 
land. 
According to his own autobiographical 
confession (drawn up chiefly by himself, but 
In my own presence, a few days before his 
death, while detained as a prisoner), be had, 
In a fit of jealousy, slain a rival lover in his 
native vicinage, secreted the body of his vic­ 
tim in a neighboring mill-pond, and fled to the 
Valley of the Mississippi. 
He had here been 
a wanderer for many years, seldom entering a 
human habitation, and subsisting altogether 
on the raw meat of squirrels and other wild 
animals, which he had captured in the chase, 
He had long infested the banks of the Missis­ 
sippi, had committed eight murders and more 
than sixty robberies, and had a dozen times 
broken jail and escaped the punishment of the 
law. 
Strange to say, he was a ripe and accu 
rate scholar, and when taken prisoner, a few 
weeks subsequent lo the perpetration of his 
last murder, had, as I personally know, a 
pocket copy of Horace in his possession,which 
he read with great facility, and with lur more 
relish for tile rare beauties of the poetic friend 
and protege of the great 
Maecenas titan 
Lord Byron reports himself lo haw at 
any 
lime done. 
His appearance at the trial was very strik­ 
ing and impressive. 
Ile was a muscular,well- 
shaped man, about five feet eleven Inches in 
height, and evidently possessed of great phy­ 
sical vigor and activity. He had a part icularly 
fair complexion, a coo I deal freckled from 
constant ex|K>surc lo the air. 
His hair was 
blood-red, was much inclined to curl, nnd Ids 
crispy, Kiiake-like locks stood stiffly up Over 
nnd attent his cranium with a singularly griz­ 
zly and menacing aspect. 
Ile was convicted and scut to jail to await 
his execution. 
Mr. Foote says lie was “sum­ 
moned to the prison to aid this matt in lite 
preparation of his confession, a document af­ 
terward published as his autobiography. 
Be­ 
fore the w riting of it was completed I Itadlo 
leave Vicksburg for one of the courts in the 
intel I or of the State. I left on the table where 
I had been writing, a leaden Inkstand for 
I’helps’ use, und out of which I had been my­ 
self writing. 
After scribbling some twenty 
or thirty pages of manuscript in addition, he 
closed by the declaration that he did not in­ 
tend to lie hung; that he had once been a sol­ 
dier, aud be Intended to die the death of a sol­ 
dier. 
After this he asked that a preacher of 
thegosjiel should lie sent for to minister to 
bim the test spiritual consolation. 
The Rev. 
Mr. Marshall, then, us now, a resident of 
Vicksburg, was sent for and came. 
Iii the 
I meantime, Th<’pa had prepared himself for 
! the performance of on extraordinary feat. He 
had contrived iii some way to saw the mana­ 
cles which bound his hands almost iii two, so 
that, with a strong effort, he could burst them 
asunder. 
Ile had envelope ! the leaden ink­ 
stand iii a stocking, and stood with it grasped 
hi both hands behind the door when Mr. An­ 
ding, tile jailor, Gin ned it, aud conducted in 
Mr. Marshall. 
With a single blow he knocked 
down the Jailor. 
Mr. Marshall had time to 
fly into another room which lie saw open, nnd 
had sufficient presence of mind to lock him­ 
self up therein securely. 
By tills lime Phelps, 
having made an unsuccessful effort to disen­ 
cumber his hands, snatched a large knife from 
the belt of Mr. Auding, walked out of Hie 
door of his own cell, closing the door behind 
him, and advanced to the outer door of the 
Jail. 
By this lime the alarm had been given, 
and Mr. Howard, the Sheriff, rushed to the 
jail-yard with a numtier of attendants,many of 
w horn were armed. The outer door was forced 
open, by order of the Sherif!, by use of axes. 
The first man that entered taw blazing before 
lits face (lie uplifted knife of Mr. Andiug, 
which Phelps held lirtnly in both of his fet­ 
tered hauds. 
The door-opcner recoiled, aud 
Phelps marched forth. The crowd incontinent­ 
ly gave way before him. 
Ile strode a few 
steps toward tile gate of tile prlsou-yanl. The 
Sheriff struck him a revere blow over the head 
with a heavy gun which he held iu his bauds, 
which slightly stunned bim. 
He still strode 
forward, got without the gate, and was rapid­ 
ly descending the hill toward the river, when 
brickbats, 
Micks 
and other missiles were 
hurhd at him in great number. 
One of the 
brickbats struck him iu the small of the back, 
and seriously disabled him. 
Upon this, be 
turned soddenly round to the Sheriff, who was 
pursuing him with a haded gun, and deman­ 
ded death at bi* hands. 
Ile tired, and there 
was an end to the earthly career of ' The Rob 
Roy of the Mississippi.”

A C o r p s e e x h u m e d to K i l l rn. S l a n d e r . 
A Canadian gentleman named Cameron ten 
years since returned home from British Colom­ 
bia, bringing with him a coffin containing the 
dead bodies of his wife and child, who had 
died during his absence. 
They were Interred 
near Cornwell, where Mr. Cameron resides. 
Recently, while ti'1 was absent, some of his 
neighbors got up a story that the coffin sup­ 
posed to contain the corpse of Mrs. Cameron 
inclosed nothing but a piece of clay, that la­ 
dy having been In reality sold by her husband 
to an Indian chief on the Pacific coast for a 
gold chain. 
Strange as It may seem, this 
monstrous tale found ready belief among the 
Canucks, and when Mr. Cameron came homo 
ho found It necessary to refute It. 
So he ad­ 
vertised that on a certain day tile grave would 
he opened and the corpses exposed to view. 
When tile lime came several hundred people 
were present. 
The bodies were exhumed and 
exhibited lo Hie gaping crowd. 
They were in 
an excellent state of preservation, having been 
embalmed Immediately after death, and the 
features of Mrs. Cameron were distinctly rec­ 
ognized by these who knew lier in life.

of course, exploded the story of Hie soh', and 
gave peace of mind to the gossips.

A DESPERATE, th o r o u g h , le a r n e d villain. 
Ex-Senator Foote, in one of his personal 
reminiscences, gives the following account of 
an outlaw whom he was called upon to defend, 
and who was called the Rob Roy of the Miss 
laslppi: 
Alonzo Phelps was a native of New Eng­ 
land. According to hia own autobiographical 
confession (drawn up chiefly by himself, but 
In my own presence, a few days before his 
death, while detained as a prisoner), he had, 
In a fit of jealousy, slain a rival lover in his 
native vicinage, secreted the body of his vie 
tim in a neighboring mill-pond, and fled to the 
Valley of the Mississippi. He had here been 
a wanderer for many years, seldom entering a 
humau habitation, and subsisting altogether 
on the raw meat of squirrels and other wild 
animals, which he had captured in the chase. 
He had long infested the banks of the Missis­ 
sippi, had committed eight murders and more 
than sixty robberies, and had a dozen times 
broken jail and escaped the punishment of the 
law. Strange to say, he was a ripe and accu­ 
rate scholar, and when taken prisoner, a few 
weeks subsequent to the perpetration of his 
last murder, had, as I personally know, a 
pocket copy of Horace in his possession, which 
he read with great facility, and with far more 
relish for the rare beauties of the poetic friend 
and protege of the great Maecenas than 
Lord Byron reports himself to have at any 
time done. 
His appearance at the trial tvas very strik­ 
ing and impressive, no tvas a muscular,well­ 
shaped mau, about five feet eleven inches in 
height, and evidently possessed of great phy­ 
sical vigor and activity. He had a particularly 
fair complexion, a good deal Reekie (1 from 
constant exposure to the air. His hair was 
blood-red, waa much inclined to curl, and his 
crispy, snake-like locks stood stiffly up over 
and about his cranium with a singularly griz­ 
zly and menacing aspect. 
He was convidad anu sent to jail to await 
his execution. Mr. Foote says lie was “sum­ 
moned to the prison to aid this man in the 
preparation of his confession, a document af­ 
terward published as his autobiography. Be­ 
fore the writing of it was completed I iiadlo 
leave Vicksburg for one of the courts in the 
interi or of the Slate. I left on the table where 
I had been writing, a leaden inkstand for 
Phelps’ use, and out oí which I had been my­ 
self writing. 
After scribbling some tweuty 
or thirty pages of manuscript in addition, he 
closed by the declaration that he did not in­ 
tend to be hung; that he had once beeu a sol­ 
dier, and he intended to die the death of a sol­ 
dier. After this he asked that a preacher of 
the gospel should be sent for to minister to 
him the last spiritual consolation. The Rev. 
Mr. Marshall, then, as now, a resident of 
Vicksburg, wa3 sent for and came. In the 
meantime, Phelps had prepared himself for 
the performance of an extraordinary feat. He 
had contrived iu some way to saw the mana­ 
cles which bound his hands almost in two, so 
that, with a strong effort, he could burst them 
asunder, lie had enveloped the leaden ink­ 
stand in a stocking, and stood with it grasped 
in Loth hands behind the door when Mr. An­ 
ding, the jailor, opened it, and conducted in 
Mr. Marshall. With a single blow he knocked 
down the jailor. Mr. Marshall had time to 
fly into another room which he saw open, and 
had sufficient presence of mind to lock him­ 
self up therein securely. By this time Phelps, 
having made an unsuccessful effort to disen­ 
cumber his bands, snatched a large knife from 
the bolt of Mr. Anding, walked out of the 
door of his own cell, closing the door behind 
him, and advanced to the outer door of the 
Jail. By this time the alarm had been given, 
and Mr. Howard, the Sheriff, rushed to the 
jail-yard with a number of attendants,many of 
whom were armed. The outer door was forced 
open, by order of the Sheriff, by use of axes. 
The first man that enlered saw blazing before 
his face the uplifted knife of Mr. Anding, 
which Phelps held firmly iu both of his fet­ 
tered hands. The door-opener recoiled, and 
Phelps marched forth. The crowd incontinent­ 
ly gave way before him. He strode a few 
steps toward the gate of the prlson-yard. The 
Sheriff struck him a severe blow over the head 
with a heavy gun which he held iu his hands, 
which slightly stunned him. ne still strode 
forward, got w ithont the gate, and was rapid­ 
ly descending the hill toward the river, when 
brickbats, sticks and other missiles were 
hurled at him in great number. One of the 
brickbats struck him in the small of the back, 
and seriously disabled him. Upon this, he 
turned suddenly round to the Sheriff, who was 
pursuing lum with a loaded gun, and deman­ 
ded death at his hands. He fired, and there 
was an end to the earthly career of “The Rob 
Roy of the Mississippi.”

Ilo d c o f m o u n ta in S u rreys, 
If you cannot go over every foot of a coun­ 
try, recording as you go, there is no other way 
in which it can be so commanded and under­ 
stood as by looklug down on it from above.— 
The topographical parly usually leave tho 
main camp the afternoou before an ascent, 
and make a camp of their own at the timber- 
line, as close as possible to the summit. Then 
a timely start and a rapid climb the next morn­ 
ing put them on the top at an early hour, and 
they work till just time enough is left to get 
back to camp at night. By a gradienter, the 
angles to all the principal points, near and 
far, are taken, with the horizontal angles for 
positions, and the angles of depression for 
altitude. A detailed topographical sketch, 
by lines of equal altitude, is made of the 
country within reach, and i3 joined on or lap­ 
ped over by a similar sketch made at the next 
station. The drainage Iine3 are carefully 
traced out. And the artist make.3 a pano­ 
ramic view cither of the whole scene, or of 
such paits of it as have special importance, 
bringing out the mountain and valley form3 
with the faithfulness and more than the dis­ 
tinctness of a photograph. Our artist, Mr.

By this system oí ob­ 
servation and record, carried carefully over a 
district, its topography is more fully under­ 
stood and more accurately laid down than Í3 
possible in any other way without the expen­ 
diture of vastly more time and labor, and 
from it will come forth a map far superior to 
those that we have of any of our Eastern 
States, and answering all the purposes of tho 
geologist and the explorer for a long time to 
come, or for always. 


S i n g u l a r W i l l C a s e . 
A New Yorker and his wife,who were child­ 
less, and who bad been living abroad for some 
years, were recently capsized in a sail-boat m 
the Mediterranean, and both drowned. They 
had made their wills before quitting this 
country, each leaviug to the other, In the 
event of death, their joint property, amount­ 
ing to about *100,000, but had made no fur­ 
ther provision for the disposal of their estate. 
Of course there are sundry claimants here,and 
lawyers have been employed to look after their 
Interests. The legal point is, Did the wife or 
husband die first ? If she, then he would In­ 
herit, and all his possessions go to his Imme­ 
diate relatives. If he died before her, then 
she would inherit, and the property descend 
to her relative». There is no method of deter 


mining actually who was the survivor, and 
there could have been very little diflerence of 
time In the death of either. It Is argued, on 
one band, that the woman, beiDg the weaker, 
would perish the sooner; and, on the other, 
that the man, In a natural eflort to save bis 
wife, would be the first to perish. How this 
subtle question can be settled, it is hard to 
determine; but, as $100,000 depends upon it, 
there will be an endless amount of hypothesis, 
physiology, hygiene, and hair splitting. 


A C o r p s e E x h u m e d t o K i l l a S l a n d e r . 
A Canadian gentleman named Cameron teu 
years since returned home from British Colum­ 
bia, bringing with him a coffin containing the 
dead bodies of his wife and child, who had 
died during his absence. They were Interred 
near Cornwell, where Mr. Cameron resides. 
Recently, while lie wa3 absent, some of his 
neighbors got up a story that the coffin sup­ 
posed to contain the corpse of Mrs. Cameron 
inclosed nothing but a piece of clay, that la­ 
dy having been in reality sold by her husband 
to an Indian chief on the Pacific coast for a 
gold chain. Strange as it may seem, this 
monstrous tale found ready belief among the 
Canucks, and when Mr. Cameron came home 
ho found it necessary to refute It. So he ad­ 
vertised that on a certain day the grave would 
be opened and the corpses exposed to view. 
When the lime came several hundred people 
were present. The bodies were exhumed and 
exhibited to the gaping crowd. They were in 
an excellent state of preservation, having beeu 
embalmed immediately after death, and the 
features of Mr3. Cameron were distinctly rec­ 
ognized by these who knew her in life. This, 
of course, exploded the story of Hie sale, and 
gave peace ot mind to the gossips.

Siili Mabomed, Bullan of Morocco, ju st de­ 
ceased, seems to hare been a man much in 
advance of the barbarism which ho nominally 
ruled. After having received severe punish­ 
ment at the hands or Spu}Dj with which coun­ 
try be provoked a foolish and needles» war Id 
1860, he revised his notion of the European 
powers and inclined to conciliate them for' 
purposes of Improvement and trade. 
After­ 
wards the Sultan introduced some elements 
of civilization into his wild Empire, promi­ 
nent among which were practical measnres 
for the better security of navigation. 
Gradu­ 
ally a3 rem oto and barbarous nations are 
opened to trade, as now in Morocco, wo may 
look for their redemption to some profitable 
rites. 


Together with a stable currency in th e Uni­ 
ted Stales we need a uniform time. 
Between 
the Atlantic and Pacific Oceans we nm3t by 
and by bavc m atters so adjusted th a t six 
o'clock in Portland, Me., will mean six o’clock 
in San Francisco. 
That the sun rises anil sets 
at actually differ* nt hours at places in differ­ 
ent longitudes m ust not interfere with th e re­ 
alization of this idea. This project has al­ 
ready been m easurably put in practice under 
Mr. Langley’s-plan, who furnishes the stand­ 
ard time from his observatory near Pittsburgh 
to the Pennsylvania Central Railroad and some 
other miner roads. 
At the present tim e a 
train, ruuning from New York to Chicago by 
the southern route, use- successively the local 
times of Philadelphia, Altoona and Columbus; 
thus multiplying its risks of collision and ne­ 
cessitating the employment or much extra 
executive m echanism by the road. 
A single 
standard time will make travel safer and the 
management of railways simpler. 
A nd not 
for railroads only but for the entire public, 
and for all purposes there should be but one 
time cast of the Mississippi and not more than 
two on the continent. 


The financial crisis in New York shows 
anew what every thinking person has alwuys 
known in a g eneral way; that excitem ent, 
however legitim ate at first, becomes at length 
irrational and sw iftly contagious. Mr. Camp, 
General Manager of tne Clearing House, en­ 
tered the Fifth A venue Flotel on Sunday, and 
although accustom ed to the demonstrations 
which attend Budden changes in the money 
and stock market, remarked, “ Why, the peo­ 
ple are wild, they are crazy 1” T hat is the 
precise fact and the worst feature or the case. 
If men could keep their mental balance, and 
judge of the exteut of au apparent calam ity by 
the same well-tried rules which they apply 
with clearness to ordinary events, niue-tenths 
of its force would be anticipated and forestall­ 
ed. But they yell and scream, cry and curse, 
until'heir htated imagination sees things a3 
in a dream. 
W hat a blessing would th at man 
merit who could administer some anaesthetic 
potent enough to put ail the stock-jobbers 
to sleep lor two weeks. 
They would wake 
and find that the crisis had passed and nobody 
hurt but the fools who deserve to be. 
The 
“ hour” needs a delegation of doctors and a 
hogshead of chloroform. 


44 A lm o s t,” 
Our saying of the other day, that no m atter 
how many tiroes a mechanical project is dem­ 
onstrated to be self-contradictory, some one 
else will try it, receives a fresh illustration 
from the statement of a wooden-headed enthu­ 
siast out in Terre H aute, that he has alm ost 
lit upon a plan to 
“ harness gravitation,” 
which when quite completo will give the 
world a perpetual motion. 
That “ alm ost” 
is the ever-fleeting, ever-enticing i'/n us futnis 
which has led thousauds of men into the 
swamp of disappointment and ultimate insan­ 
ity. The alehemiál3 of the middle ages fre­ 
quently came near enough to fiuding the un- 
kuown solvent which would turn all bases into 
gold to miss it, an d die over the dust and 
ashes of their useless alembics. The patient, 
tireless psycho-pathologist, who has in some 
form pursued his quest m all nations and 
times, often came “ almost” near enough to 
the secret of life to be able to destroy death, • 
but failed in time to die of his own ignorance. 
So, as we said, it will always be, yet w hat a 
pity that so much genius and toil should be 
wusteil in false lines of labor. 


The Action of t h e Savings B a n k s . 
Theacriou of the savings hanks in dem and­ 
ing sixty days’ notice of their depositors m ust 
be highly commended. 
The payment of all 
claims of $100 and under supplied all those 
who really needed money, while the adop­ 
tion of this 
precaution took away 
all 
possibility of 
d an g er 
from 
a 
run th at 
unchecked 
m ight 
have 
swamped 
all 
the institutions an d drawn all the others 
in their train. 
The savings banks have been 
the bulwark of the m arket. 
But on general 
grouuds also this action is highly s.itisfactory. 
Of course the savings banks have drifted very 
closely to the character of common barks, a 
great many depositing in them and draw ing 
upon them as they would on an ordinary bank. 
Rut the very purpose lor which they are cre­ 
ated forbids this. 
They are organized for col­ 
lecting the savings of the poor, and by con­ 
centrating them and lending them on safe se­ 
curity make them productive of profit to the 
depositors. The n atu re ef the business re­ 
quires loans a3 nearly as possible to the line 
of deposits, and m ainly upon long time. 
The 
safety and interest of the depositors require 
that conversion of the securities, if made at 
all, should be made slowly and without ma­ 
terial sacrifice. 
Ordinarily to keep up a show 
of being what they are not expected to be, 
they sacrifice securities to provide funds for 
paying depositors on demand, which deposi­ 
tors did not expect when they entrusted their 
money to their keeping. 
We are iuclined to 
think it would be a good thing for the country 
if savings banks would enforce this rule at all 
times, and to iilcreaso the conservatism of 
their business and divorce from it whatever of 
ordinary banking m ay have crept into it. 


On S h o w s a n d S h adow ». 
Unless we greatly mistake the devil, 
in 
ancient times, was widely renowned for the 
facility with which ho could qnoto scripture. 
A frequent attendance upon the session of the 
Jewish Sanhedrim could hardly have posted up 
his infernal majesty better in respect to the 
sacred manuscripts. 
His tongue dropped 
texts as reauily as th a t ot the modern Calilor- 
nla mule driver drops oaths. And we huve 
uo evidence that S atan ever misquoted the 
blble, although he often made very doubtful 
comments on it, and subjected the inspired 
authors to many a far-fetched exegesis. 
But 
w hat is perfectly safe for a person so thor­ 
oughly well-informed and scholarly as the 
devil unquestionably is, may be risky for som e 
less arduius student of holy writ. 
Yet just 
such idle apprentices a re the very fellows who 
a re always trying to preach. Thus the New 
York World of yesterday proceedeth to read 
th e lesson for tlio day as follows: 
“ The good book tells us that ‘man walketh 
in a vain shadow, and disquieteth himseir in 
vain; heheapetb up riches and cannot tell 
who shall gather them ’— all which proposi­ 
tions, as applied to members of Congress, 
.Senator Cameron of Pennsylvania deuics. 
Ho 
believes in the etticacy of shadows.” 
Now, with the text, so far as it applies to 
th e Senator from Pennsylvania, we bavc noth­ 
in g todo. Cameron m ay “ believe in the 
efficacy of shadows” or he may not. 
If he 
docs, so far as we care, all right. Shadows 
a re good things sometimes, and have an excel­ 
len t knack of staying in their places, If they 
h av e to move to do it. 
“ Our mission” is to 
m end the World's quotation, and we proceed 
w ith ul) appropriate solem nity to perform that 
d u ty . Not “shadows,” oh, hard-hearted and 
iff-necked Marble, hut shorn. There i9 no

Tbe bring Panic. 
Our telegraphic dispatches indicate that the 
storm th at baa strewn Wall street with wrecks 
within the post few days has spent its force, 
and we have every reason to believe basiness 
will resume its accustomed regularity in a few 
days. 
The panic started with worthless rail­ 
road securities, and the destruction it lias 
wrought has been mainly ir. that direction, its 
other victims being chiefly hit in au accidental 
way. 
Once started of course a panic is un­ 
controllable, but beyond the circle of gamblers 
and speculators there was really no reason for 
it, as mercantile and banking Interests are In 
a conservative rather thau a risky jjpndition. 
Nothing could have been sillier than the run 
upon the saviugs banks, except such as had 
railroad bonds among their securities, and 
other banking concerns are in a strong condi­ 
tion. 
But the situation is such as to require 
calmness on the part of the business public, 
and the most conservative action. 
No house 
doing a legitimate business need fear, for it 
will require only a few hours’ reflection on the 
part of the people now crazy to set things 
straight- 
Let everybody quell tbe prophets of 
ill omen, keep their business well in hand, and 
press nobody, and all will go well. 
The worst 
hurt are tbe gamblers, and the more they lose 
the better for the general public. 
If the list 
of those who had failed by buying on a mar­ 
gin, which is the very essence of gambling, 
could have been made twice as long, the tone 
of tbo m arket would have been improved for 
some time, and perhaps started a public sen­ 
timent that would not have been satisfied un­ 
til every m argin gambler was indicted. 
We think the President did wisely in refus 
ing to break the law to throw the reserve notes 
upon the market. 
We are glad to see, thougii 
it Is at a late day, that he is becoming reluc 
tant to use doubtful powers. 
Subsequent 
events have also shown there was not suffi­ 
cient necessity for thus enlarging the legal 
tender circulation. 
The stress is passing over, 
and wo beg our readers not to gamble in 
stocks, and not to be so silly as to run savings 
banks. 
If people will just stand still and 
keep up ordinary courage everything will come 
out right.

The Metropolitan Savings 
Bank and Third Avenue Savings Bank both 
require notice. 
The Bank for Savings, iu 
Bleecker street, is paying as usual aud there 
have beeu no more withdrawals than in ordi­ 
nary times. 
Tho Manhattan Savings Bank, 
Corner of Broadway and Bleecker streets, have 
such confidence in their stability that they arc 
paying without any notice being required. 
The Citizens’ Savings Bank, in tho Bowery, 
are paying all small sums, but require thirty 
days on all amounts above

The 
Mechanics’ and Travelers’, East River and 
New Amsterdam arc all paying on demand

Depositors 
fre­ 
quently leave without withdrawing their 
money when they find that the bank is ready 
to pay it. Some of the banks that bavo decid­ 
ed to enforce the thirty day provision are abid­ 
ing so rigidly by tho letter of the charter that 
it is creating 3ome discontent. 
Tho Security 
Bank, corner of Thirty-fourth street and Th rd 
avenue, will make no payments uuless notice 
is given. 
Many of the depositors grumbled at 
this, not because they wanted to withdraw the 
entire amount of their deposits, but they stood 
in need of ready niouey and wanted to draw 
a portion of their funds. 
The bank officials, 
however, denied them, saying that by paying 
them they would establish a precedent that 
might be followed by every one of their depos­ 
itors. 
On the west side savings batik depositors 
for the time seemed to be much alarmed and 
gathered in groups around the institutions 
that held their money, but consideration con­ 
vinced them of the absence of all danger and 
they gave up all inclination to draw their 
mouey, even if they could.

This bank has ninety thousand depositors and 
had a million and a half of cash on baud this 
morning and ample resources. 
Of the other 
savings banks the majority are requit ing no­ 
tice for sums above a hundred dollars, but 
cashing other demands on sight. 
So far as 
known all are Ho*’nd. 


THE SCOLDING EXPRESS.

Tho officers of tiic 
savings bank, both hero and iu Washington 
as it turns out, were much more scared than 
hurt,aud indeed half the panic has been scare, 
We understand the loan committee of the 
Clearing House have issued $50,01)0,000 loan 
certificates and the banks only required half 
that amount in to-day’s business.” ■ 
Talk on the street to-day is decidedly more 
cheerful.

he will 
not, 
he says, 
grant them 
to-day. 
Both the 
President 
and 
himself 
will 
do 
everything 
in their power under the law to prevent au in­ 
crease in the panic, but at the same time they 
intend to maintain the credit of the Treasury 
and protect tbe interests of the government 
Having refused positively to lend any of the 
reserve to the banks, Secretary Richardson de­ 
clined to consider the question whether suoh 
an act would bo within tbe meaning of the 
law or not. 
It is his opinion that to comply 
with such a request would be simply to place 
the Treasury Department under control of a 
set of reckless speculators, and this he does 
not intend shall lake place. 
The banks to-day exchanged a uumber of 
bonds for currency at the Treasury Depart­ 
ment and express confidence in their ability to 
weather the storm. 
Theie is official authority for saying that 
the navy account has not been changed from 
tho London house of Jay Cooke, McCulloch k 
Co.

weeks of that month. 
Following the New 
Year are tho days of repen lance, which arc 
preparatory to the day of atonement, which 
is solemnized on the loth of the month. Un 
the lith day of the month the feast of tuber 
nacles begins, and continues eight days, con­ 
cluding with the feast of tho rejoicing over the 
law. 
The New Year's day is alto culled the 
day of remembrance und the Ja r of the 
trumpets. This festival, surrounded as it is 
by so many awful traditions, is, as rn ny be 
imagined, cali brated In a most solemn man 
nor. The Hebrew month, Ellul, which began 
August 22d, is a month of preparation 
prayers of rc|iehtance and confessions of 
ransgression ire recited. 
The last week of 
the month is particularly observed union 
pious Hebrews; services beginning at 5 or 
o’c'ock in the morning are held in the st na- 
gogues. 
Hie ram’s horn is then blown, as if 
minding the transgressor lo cease from Ids 
tekcd ways and repent.

T h e J e w is h ííe w T ear. 
The New Year of tho Israelites began yes­ 
terday and It was duly celebrated by our 
Jewish citizens in the asnal way, all ba3iness 
being suspended and the time devoted to re­ 
ligious exercises and festivities. 
The congre­ 
gations of both Jew!:h societies in our city 
attended the services appropriate to the occa­ 
sion held ut the synagogues, aod the streets 
were filled with pronienaders dressed in holi­ 
day attire and wearing pleasant, happy faces. 
Seldom has beeu seen a larger number of pretty 
maidcus, handsomely and stylishly dressed.than 
on Monday brightened our thoroughfares. The 
beautiful weather was just right for promen­ 
ading and the joyous young people took ad­ 
vantage of it. 
This is the year 5634 according to the He­ 
brew chronology, and the New Year, as cus­ 
tomary, is celebrated by a two days’ feast—the 
feast of blshri; consequently the business 
places of our Jewish merchants will not be 
opened until to-day at sundown. 
The new 
year begins with this feast, although the civil 
year begins with the first month, Nisan, dating 
from the day when the Hebrew race gained its 
freedom uuder Pharaoh and became a nation. 
The month of Tishri is denominattd by He­ 
brew writers as the holy month, and some of 
the greatest festivals take place in tho four 
weeks of that month. 
Following the New 
Year are Hie days of repentance, which arc 
preparatory to the day of alonement, which 
is solemnized on the lOih of the montn. 
Un 
the 14th day of the month the feast of taber­ 
nacles begins, and continues eight days, con­ 
cluding with the feast of the rejoicing over the 
law. 
The New Year’s day is also called the 
day of remembrance and the day of the 
trumpets. 
This festival, surrounded as it is 
by so many awful traditions, is, as may be 
imagined, celebrated in a most solemn man­ 
ner. 
The Hebrew month, Ellul, which began 
August 22d, is a month of preparation - 
prayers of repentance and confessions of 
transgression are recited. 
The last week of 
the mouth is particularly observed among 
pious Hebrews; services beginning at 5 or 
C o’c'ock in the morning are held in the syna­ 
gogues. 
The ram’s horn is then blown, as if 
reminding the transgressor to cease from his 
wicked ways and repent.

number of ballots upon each of tjio questions to 
be submitted as aforesaid. Tho inspectors, af­ 
ter having so counted said ballots, shall set 
down m writing the whole num ber of such bal­ 
lot supon each quemion, and the whole num ber 
for and against each of the aaid questions, and 
shall certify and make return of tne said seve­ 
ral votes iu the same manner u3 prescribed by 
law in relereace to o th tr ballots at a genera*!

§ 4. The % otes so glvon shall be canvassed by 
the several boards of county canvassers a t the 
aext meeting therocf after such election, and 
the aggregate results In the several o unties 
shall be canva>sod and oertifledby tho board of 
State canvassers. The m isting tawB in refer­ 


ence to a general election shall in all respects, 
so far as applicable, apply to and regulate the 
proceedings and duties of tbe said board of 
county aud btate canvassers, aud of tho county 
clerks"auti secretary of «tate. From the state­ 
m ents made to the board of «tato canvassers it 
shall determ ine whether a majority of the votes 
upon the questions subm itirtl to the electors of 
the Btate, as herein provided, be in the affirma­ 
tive or negative. Tho said board shali make a 
certificate of such determination and shall de­ 
liver tho same to the secretary of State, who 
shall file the same m his office.

He shall be required by law to give aecurity 
for the faithful execution of his office, before en­ 
tering upon the duties thereof. Me shall bo charged 
w ith the execution of all laws relating to tho repair 
and navigation of the canalj; and also of those re­ 
lating to the construction und im provem ent of the 
canals, except so far as the execution of the laws 
relating to such construction or im provem ent shall 
be confided to the state engineer and surveyor 
Hubject to the control of the legislature, he shall 
make the rules aud regulations for the navigation 
or use of the canals. He may lie suspended or re­ 
moved from office by the governor, w henever in 
his Judgm ent the public interest shall so require; 
but in case of removal of snch superintendent of 
public works from office, the governor shall file 
with the secretary of state a statem ent of the cause 
of such removal, and shall report su d i removal and 
the cause thereof, to the legislature at Its next ses­ 
sion. 
t 7. The superintendent of public works shall ap­ 
point not more than threo assistant superinten­ 
dents, whose duties shali be prescribed by him, sub­ 
ject to modification by the legislature, and who 
shall receive for their services a com pensation to be 
fixed by law. They shall hold their office for three 
years, subject to suspension or rem oval by the su­ 
perintendent of nnblic works, w henever in his 
judgm ent the public interest shall so require. Any 
vacancy in the office of any such assistant superin­ 
tendent shali be filled, for the rem ainder of the 
term for which lie tías appointed, by the superin­ 
tendent of public works; but in case ot the suspen­ 
sion or rem oval of auy such assistant Bupeilnten- 
dent by him he shall at once report to the governor, 
in w riting, the cause of such rem oval, 
a jj other 


persons employed ia the care and m anagem ent of 
th e canals, except collectors of tolls, and those lu 
th e departm ent of the state engineer and surveyor, 
shall ho appointed by th e superintendent of public, 
w orks, and be subject to suspension or rem oval by 
him . 
{ 8. The office of canal com missioner ¡«abolished 
from and after the appointm ent arel qualification ol 
th e superintendent of public works, until which 
tim e the canal com missioners shaii continue to dis­ 
charge their duties as now provided by law. The 
superintendent oi public w orks shall perform all 
the duties of the canal com missioners, aud board 
of canal commissioners, as now declared by law, 
until otherwise provided by tho legislature. 
5 9. Tho governor, bv and Tilth the consent of the 
senate, shall havd power to till vacancies, In the 
offices ta this article nam ed except as herein other­ 
w ise provided; cr, if ta s senate be not la session, 
he may great commissions, wh!«h 3hal¡ esp ire at 
th e end of tho next succeeding session oí tbe Pen­ 
óte.

5 10. The ortorneT-genertil, state engineer and 
surveyor and treasurer, In office at tiie timé this ar­ 
ticle shall take effect, shall hold their offices until 
th e ir successors are appointed. 
{ 11. The powers and duties of (he respective 
boards, snd of the several officers in this article 
nam ed, shall, except as herein otherw ise provided, 
be 3uch as now are or hereafter may be prescribed 
bylaw . 
{ 12. All offices for the weighing, «auging, m eas­ 
uring, culling or inspecting auy m erchandise, pro­ 
duce, m anufacture or com modity w hatever, are 
hereby abolished, and no such office shall hereafter 
be created by law; but nothing in this sectii n con­ 
tained shall abrogate any office created for the pur­ 
pose of protecting tbe public health or the interest 
of the state in its property, revenue, tolls or pur­ 
chase-, or of supplving. the people with correct 
standards of weights aud m easures, or shall pre­ 
vent the creation of any oflice for such puipoa.‘3 
hereafter.

/ am endments to article four of the constitu­ 
tion. 
Resolved, (if the assembly concur), That sections 
one, two, four, eight and nine of a n id e four of the 
constitution be am ended so as to read as follows; 
Section l. The executive power shall be vested 
In a governor w ho shall hold his office for three 
y ears; a lieutenant-governor shall be chosen at the 
sam e time, and for tne same term . The governor 
and lieutenant-governor elected next preceding the 
tim e when this section shall take effect, shall hold 
office during the term for w hich they w ere elected. 
( 2. No person shall be eligible to the office of 
governor or lieutenant-governor, except a citizen of 
th e United States, of the age not less than thirty 
years, and w ho shall have been live years, uext pre­ 
ceding his election, a resident of this state. 
5 4. ih e governor shall be couiiimmier-la-chief of 
th e military and naval forces of the state. He shall 
have power to convene the legislature (ortho son­ 
ant only)oa extraordinary occasions. At extraor­ 
dinary sessions no subject shall be acted upon, ex­ 
cept such as the governor may recommend for con­ 
sideration. lie shall com m unicate by message to 
th e legislature at every session the condition of the 
state, and recommend such m atters to them as he 
shall judge expedient. He shall transact all neces­ 
sary business with the officers of governm ent, civil 
aud m ilii ary. Ho shall expedite all such m easures 
as may be resolved upon by the legislature, and 
sh ill take care that the laws are faithfully executed. 
He shall receive for his services an annual salary of 
ten thousand dollars, and there shall bo provided 
for his use a suitable aud furnished executive resi­ 
dence. 
5 S. The lieutenant-governor shall receive for his 
services an annual salary of five thousand dollar-, 
aud shall not receive or be entitled to any other 
com pensation, fee or perquisite, for any duty and 
service he may be required to perform by the con­ 
stitution or by law. 
5 9. Every bill which shall have passed Hie sen­ 
ate and assembly, shall, before it becomes a law, be 
presented to the governor ; if he approve, ho shall 
sign i t ; but if not, ho shall return it with his objec­ 
tions to the house in which it shall have originated, 
which shall enter the objections at large on tho 
journal, aud proceed to reconsider it. If, after 
such reconsideration, tw o-thirds of the members 
elected to that house shall agree to pass the bill, it 
shall be sent together with the objections to the oth­ 
er house, by which it shall likewise be reconsidered; 
and if approved by tw o-thirds of the members elect­ 
ed to that house, it shall become a law notw ith­ 
standing the objections of tho governor. In all 
such eases, the votes 111 both houses shall be deter­ 
m ined by yeas and nays, and the nam esof the mem ­ 
bers voting shall be entered 011 the journal of each 
house respectively, 
if any bill shai not be retu rn ­ 
ed by the governor within ten d.vvs (Sundavs ex­ 
cepted) after it shall have been presented to him, 
the same shall be a law in like m anner as if he had 
signed it, unless the legislature shall, by their ad­ 
journm ent, prevent its re tu r n ; iu which case it 
shall not become a law w ithout the approval of the 
governor. No bill shall become a law after the final 
adjournm ent of the legislature unless approved by 
th e governor within thirtv days after such adjourn­ 
m ent. If any bill presented to the governor eon- 
lain several items of appropriations of money, he 
may object to one or more of such items, while ap­ 
proving of the other portion of the bill. In such 
ease, he shall append te the bill, at the time of sign­ 
ing it, astatem ent of the item s to which he objects- 
and the appropriation so objected to shall not take 
efieet. If the legislature be in session, lie shall 
transm it to the house in which the bill originated a 
copy of such statem ent, and the items objected to 
shall be separately reconsidered. 
If, 011 reconsid­ 
eration, one or more of such item s be approved bv 
tw o-thirds of the members elected to each house, 
th e sam e shall be part of the law, notw ithstanding 
the objections of the governor. All the provisions 
of this section, in relation to bills not approved bv 
the governor, shall apply iu cases In which he shaii 
w ithhold his approval from anv item or items con­ 
tained in a bill appropriating money.
